IMPORTERS OF RIDES 
FEOEIMl COURI ASKED 
SECURE W F BENEFIT 
TO QUISH INDICTMENTS 


Tanner* Hold Shipment* in Bonded 
Warehouse* Until Tariff Bill 
Passe*. 


•Washington. Aug. 
IO.—The secre- 
0 
tary of the treasury today received 
inquiries from four custom s ports. 
New York, Boston. Newark and Je r­ 
sey City, as to whether hides im port­ 
ed and stored in bonded warehouses 
before the day of the passage of the 
tariff bil l are to be adm Hied free. 
The inform ation that has come to 
the treasury departm ent is th at tan ­ 
ners and m anufactures have imported 
vast quantities of hides and held them 
•in bond in anticipation of obtaining 
free hides o r a t least a lower rate 
of duty in the new* law. 
It was a safe gamble with the tan­ 
ners to hold the hides in lK»nd until 
after the passage of the bill, as they 
ran no risk of having to pay more 
than the Dingley 
rate of duty at 
the highest. 
The departm ent ruled 
th a t the goods rn bonded warehouses 
technically are not 
Id 
the 
United 
States, and therefore will be adm it­ 
ted under the rates existing a t the 
tim e they are withdrawn from such 
warehouses. 
This 
ruling 
adm itted 
thousands of hides duty free into 
the country today.
